Stic 
was devoted to the Jamily, to the 
eburcb, and to the state. I Uiww that 
I om U'eadinc on very delicate ground 
In venturing to speak on this subjeut. 
so vital to the mule, and more so to 
the female, Bide of the house.' Womau 
was created for man, and mou was 
created tor woman. In this sense 
Catherine Mumforrt was created for 
WUHnm Booth, and WUllam Booth 
was- created for Catherine Uumford ; 
and the Booth family, the Solvation 
Aimy, and the peoiUlng of heaven 
w'tb" precious. Blood-bought souls is 
the grand outcome of the union formed 
by this young man and -woman over 
forty-two years ago. I must be very 
cai"pful us to what 1 say on this ques- 
tion of more than ordinary luupOitincc. 

"ttMtig ESfltches.* - 

It is the easiest thing in the world to 
settle Eomebotiy elsa's zaatrimouial ar- 
raugementB, but when it comes to set- 

■ tie one's own it is quite another quts- 
tlon, and those who are most leadj; 
to give advice upon it malie the most 
egregious blniiders In their own mat- 
rlmonlnl aifairs. John Wesley made 
a rule that none of tlio prcax:hecs 
should marry -n-ithout hi.ving the char- 
acter, and tastes, and piety of the 
womau of his choice, beiore the breth- 
ren. It was very goort advice, and it 
ended in hira marrying a miserable 
vixen of a woman, who was nn%vorthy 
of the hand and heart of any man in 
marriage. More blunders are made on 
this line of life than on any other, and 
there is only oue class uf people who 
mnlte more blunders than men in their 
marriages, and that Is wonien in tho 
men whom they sailer to marry them. 
Let us put the young ipqh nnd women 
on the sfnnd for a moment. I>et me 
begin with the. young mnn. What 
kind of a wi/e do you want 7 Weil, 
she must be a woman of good L-ouimcra 
Bcuse, sound Is Judgment, wise In 
counsel. She must be a first-class 
house-keeper, nnd make home as much 
ilKe heaven as possible. She must 
have a fair education. 1 do not say 
she must have graduated from some 
university, and he able to talk differ- 
ent languages— an average woinan can 
talk ns much In one language as a 
man earus to hear.' But her edncatlon. 
euunts tdr something If her husban*! 
should be called to fill some important 
position in the state or in ehurcli al ■ ' . 
fairs. If her husband beeomea a pro- 
f(*MBlonai man — suj a barrister, :jr s 
Judge, or a physician, or a stiitcsman, 
or a elergyman— she should be uble to 
fill her position as his -wife with groce ■ 
aud ability. If yon luteud to choose 
li, -wile. I think It would be wise for 
you to chouse yyur occupation lirsT. 

First a Plao9, Then a Wta. 

Yon cannot tell what will be the prin- 
cipal qualities needed !u a wife until 
von have determined what fJiuII be 
the particalnr sphere of lite in which 
you Snfend to move. When you have 
nettled your occtipatlon or profession, 
then chooBp one who ^111 ha-vc Vritl* 
you similar, tastes, and will be able to 
move in the society in w-hlch you move 
-with gracetuluess and dignity. Then, 
she shonld be a good coot and able to 
do all kinds of hoiisehold wotk, and 
If the servant struck for higher wages, 
the -wife ought to be able to say to 



the su'I, "Hero Is your meney. and 
there !s the door— go. I am~equa). to 
your work and mlae, too." If she 
knew she had to go she wouldn't -want 
to. Then, she must be economical. 
There Is only one thing that exceeds u 
man's ability to earn money, and that 
is woman's ability to spend It. Some 
women will keep their husbands poor 
and in debt no matter how much they 
may earn. Economy is a lesson that 
every wife should learu and prnctlw. 
They should keep a strict account of 
all their receipts and disbursements. 
Some women, ni.d men. too, do not 
know what strict economy means. 
Then another excellence in a good wife 
Is; she must love her home if It Is 
only an inferior little cottage, and 
spend most of her time In her own 
house and In the house of God. I 
wonid not have her always in the 
kitchen doing the rough work, but she 
must love her home, and husband, nnd 
children, and God. A -n'oman must be 
willing for the sake of her children, to 
do, under the influence of reason nnd 
religion, what the bird docs uoui lln- 
unintelligent Irojrfdses of nature. Her 
children nre a charge lor which slie 



must forego some of the advautnger 
and disadvautages, as wull as the cn- 
joymenta, of social lite and eveu some 
of the social pleasures of religion. 
She who -n'ould have a maternal power 
over her children mnst give her com- 
pany to them. It Is not for her to hi 
ever craving after parlies, or to feel 
It a hardship to be denied them, the 
secret of her beneficent Influence lies 
in a life of retirement. Thus Paul s 
counsel Is very good, wherein he says, 
"Teach the young ivomen to be keep- 
ers at home." I would not have 
a — oman incarccrntprt In licr own 
house, so as never to go abroad or 
enter into company. She who Is de- 
voted to her family needs occasional 
relaxation amidst the Dieasiires of so- 
ciety, aud especially the exlillarijting 
engagements of puljlie worship. There 
are some mothers who are such abso- 
lute slaves to their children tlint Ihv-y 
scarcely ever stir from their house- 
even to the house of God. This Is an 
error hi oue extreme, which nitiy be 
avoided by method and despatch. But 
some r-ju into tlie opi>osile ex- 
treme, aud wtU not. even Tor the 
beneflt of their children, give up ii 
social party, or a public meeting, 'iiie 
woman who is not preparrul to make 
any snerlflccs of this kind should never 
tlilak of entering the marriage life. A 
inarrk'd woman, or nny other wo- 
man, has not ar.y time to -wiiBtc in 
goiiip t,i bails, uud dnneliig parlies, 
and theatres ; sometimes nirting ivilii 
otlicr -Tpomen's husbands, iioglcctiiig 
the duties of -nife aud uiotlier. A good 
Avite will look well "flcr her own lius- 
band.

I'eagne, ami became for a 1 hue the 
adviser of King i'hililJ, sou ol a.v.<. 
B mis of Macedonia, rhmp. however, 
soon became suspicious of Aratua and 
had hiu! liiiprlsonco. '*«'"'•■"'",-„• 
It c just at llie time when Pnllop- 
"'meil of Megalopolis returned from 
ivyu."tn tiL'ht for lits country. He was 
a noblehearled man and an e.\eelleni 
licncriil, who gieaiiy Improved ihi 
Achaiau army. 

Siiurla liiid fallen under (he power 
of a tyrant. Nabis, a cruel man, who 
had 11 Mjuuc made iu tlie '""'B'',,"^ ^'||' 

her breast. His cuemlos \vere pul 
i"'i.j her nrniH, which closed upon the 
uiihappv victim, aud so was put to 
.i...,ii. He rni,beil the people aud eu- 
listed tlie scuui of humanity In his net- 
\ki.-. Parties of those murderers were 
scut out all over the Peloponuesus. 

cluce a groom ran away with some 
borsea, and sought refuge at Megalo- 
polis. Nabis made this an escusc Iu 
attack the city and Mrasoniu. _Tlic 
Achalan t-cngue eiecied Fhilup.,umcn 
as their Geueral, and he so defeateil 
Nabla that he was forced iu stay ai 
home, while the Achalans ravaged 
i.nconla. 

Philip of JIaccdon ofTered his help 
III drive o'Jt Nabls, bi't Ibo Aclialans 
iiow distrystcrl ;::iU. NrIMs liwilcd on 
his part the Ai-ioiluus fiuui iLil.v 
to assist him. but to b!s own 
hurt, for iliese rohliur-alllcs murderci. 
hiin aud loii'oed LacuUlii. 

I'lillopajnien luurched lo the Siiai 
lau's aid, defeated the invaders ahd 
persuaded the former to Join the Ach- 
alan Leajjuc. Tiie .Spariaus, as « 
grateful recognition, wished to offer 
the magullleent palace to PliUoiiocnien. 
but only with dllhcnlty could one be 
loiiud who had the courage of offering 
the girt, which, however, was refused 
firmlv. 

Meanwhile, Philip ot Macedon, as- 
sis^icil by Anilocbus. the Greek IClug 
of Syria, warred against the Aeiolinus 
who" had called upon the rising Uo 
mans 10 hol|i ihem. Philip wns com- 
plcToly defeated, and among ntlier con 
illllonH of pence, had 10 renounce nil 
claim of power over Greece. Then ni 
(■oriiill!, i>i the giea! Oiyuipiaii 
Games, ;he nomiiii Consul prncinimud 
that the Grc'cl; Sintoe were free t>nee 
more. III51 aiinonncement wns met 
with a tremendous shout and the 
crowds covered the Consul with gar 
iuuuB. and alniosi sillied him wllh 
tlielr <!.tpreBSlons of graiiiude. 

(juarrels arose thrnngh the Bpartniis 
susne<'tlug Phllopo'inen to favor the 
iiiauy robber bauds who made the 
country unsafe. An Achalan town 
was plundered by the Spartans, un,? 
the I-eague demaaded the guilty ones 
for iiunl.slunenl. \^'ar began, and the 
old hatred lielweeu Achala and Lacnii- 
lii flared tip again. Philopcsnien pul 
ninety Spartiius tn death and pulled 
down their walls, as well 11 h iiliollsii- 
biK iheir iawB. 

Next the Messenlans rose against the- 
l,eagne, while I'hllopamieu lay alok. 
I:: ::;!i{c of his Illness, and at the aprc 
of seventy, he collected troops and 
marched against the rebels. Throiiplj 
a blow nn Uie head he was wtanned. 
iiiuor prisniier tiud di-igc...,| ?,-> thr. 
Mie.iTrn to he cvhlliht^d before The peo- 
ple. The ponuliice. however, was nobler 
ilian Ihe cticiiiies of Phllopcemen, and 
saw In hliu oidy the noble deliverer 
of Greece and the defcator of Nabls. 

1^0 Ills enemies hurried him Into 11 
dungenu and sent an executioner with 
llic poison cup iu hini. rhiloiiocmcn

The city of Colombo, tlie capital of 
tUe Island of Ceylon, would be the 
best place for ii visitor to land wlio 
leaves Cjrcnt Britain wltli a desire 
to see for li^ineelf the operations of 
tbe Salvation Army lu the Indian 
fields, to Btiidj' Its liiMoi's nTiiong ten 
different races, spealslug as many 
different innguageu, its lioiirdlng. lu- 
dilGti'lal and Village Schools, Us lie- 
glnulugs of SoclJil Woi'k. All these 
are nights worth seeing by anyone In- 
terested lu the solving of tliat great 
problem— the spiritual reelamnllon of 
the masses lu that great iJrltlsb de- 
pendoney In the East — ludlu. 

It you are fortuuirte In catehlng tlio 
luud-'breezcH as the steamer slclrlB the 
C'OttSt-Ilne of South Ceylou, wlthhi 
sight of land, you would aclu;il!y snllT 
tlie proverbial 

"Splay Breezes*" 

For miles along the Eca-bordor of 
South Ceylon Is a fringe of c!LS!!^P!o& 
gardens, under waving cocoanut 
palms. The greeu verdure and thick 
foliage round about Colombo have a 
pleasing effect to the eye accustom- 
ed for days to noniini; (ml file biii'.' 
of the ooenn. Ae the sleamei' onchors, 
you would be bewildered (If you are 
visiting the East for the Hrst time) by 
the sights that claim attention— the 
boat-loads of fruits and teutSer cocoa- 
nuts, euriuHllieu, such as cjirved or 
tortoise-shell work, with quaint looU- 
liig Moor-men, Singhalese, or Parnva 
voiidoi's, iM dllTerent styles of coa- 
tumee, or no costuuies at all ! -the 
dexterous boys, v.-lth tiny bits of loin- 
cloth on their fragile katamurnns, 
wlih their one chorus of "Dive, dive, 
dive — money, mouej, i^oney I" iuler- 
miogled with Ssnghalese and Tamil 
speakers' verbosities, whu*li sound al- 
ternately soft or gnltural, "With occi- 
sloual words in Eugllsh. The big 
plies of Government and other build- 
lugs, the rows and lows of tile-rooted 
houses, would banish from your nilud 
any luutaBlle Idea j-ou might iinve of 
rndo mud-hovela and seml-barbarism, 
any way in Indian towns aud cities. 

Anildet the diverse crowds, you 
would DOtlee tiie iiIcmdItie ;inrt Klrlklug 
coutrastB of the 

Orange and Red Uniform 

of tlic Singhalese SalvntioniRt as lie 
comes to meet you. You Innd, 
s«y, in tlm morning, ano diirius the 
<]uarter-of-an-hour's \valic (tor you 
would prefer to walk) to the Terrltoi- 
lal Headquarters, your quick eye 
would have noticed tlie Mg European 
bottils, telephone wires, Cirrlages, rlk- 
shaws, bujiouk bCuuic-5 :yjart'j ui:i'.\'£i 
by tall oxen), European and Asiatic 
shops, typical Oriental 'lazcars, and 
quite a variety of Europe in and East- 
ern coyLuinea, and lialf-t-lad laborers 
(Ooolle.sj, givlug you an Idea of the 
people in this rising city. 

PechuiiB, after a sliglil refreshment 
at Headquarters, you will have a look 
at our three hails in the city, the 
Kescue and frlson Gate Homes, and 
hook by the seaside railway to i^nua- 
was, there to sec the bistoilc hut 
which served as CommlBBloner Booth- 
Tucker's headquarters and residence 
<sce model in tue ludhiu Cuurt) when 
be landed wicb his ilrst batch of forty 
ollleors from Hngland, In 1880. 

After this, you re'.urn to Colombo, 
and book by the morning trnin tlie 
iici:t day to Bambnkhaua, the Divis- 
ional HeadquuLlero i^ur our work In 
the up-country vlllnpes of Ceylon. 
During the train journey you would 
notice ilie be^^iilnilig of that bEVh-ii'jh- 
ing mountain BCcuery of Geyloa, with

eocoanut, tea, eocoa, and other planta- 
tions, nnd rich Jungle !;ind with rippl- 
ing mountain stroauiH, eullveucd by 
Toried bird gong.-ier.i, lowing cows, 
dreamy -buffalos, lying lazily In muddy 
pools of water, and last, but not least, 
the SlngiialGse goyn.s (cnitlvalorB) busy 
ploughing their Innd or fussing about 
odds and ends of work. 

The men Singhalese villagers, as a 
nile, grow their beards, and wear their 
hnir long, tied into a knot like wonian. 
This Is tbe national custom of the 
SIngbalcse of all classes of society. 
Willie PUKKgrd nt work, or elsewhere, 
lliu Inborlug man contents lilmsclf 



with a sraaii piece oi loiucluih tied 
tightly around his waist with the 
ever-handy dagger-shaped knife, with 
Its eheath, stud: In the girdle. Tbe 
woman laborer will have an additional 
cover tor the body In the shape of a 
loose iaeket or a piece of clotli. The 
laboring elaaai:s, however, lu their 
holiday atllre, or "Sunday best," are 
totally dlitereut. The nn.-ii lu oddltlon 
to their gay colored walflt-clotha, wear 
a shirt, or a shirt and coal, aud a 
round tortoisc-sueii comb on (heir head 
— this comb is a peculiarity' amongst 
Singhalese men— sandals or shoes, 
really to' be pulled off when a. stream 
has to be forded, and au umbrelln— 
thus would the Singhalese niau appear 
to the visitor "clothed and in his right 
mind." The women generally wear 
snow-white JacEeta, and neat luukiag 
rings, ear-iingfl, briicclete, uecklets, .
